Carpenters 


at labor convention ‘ttle; win 


Richard M. Nixon’s “entire public record stands in opposition 
to what you and all other vital forces in this state are trying to 
achieve,” Governor Edmund G. (Pat) Brown told the convention 
of the California Labor Federation, AFLCIO, this week. 

“His votes in Congress and as Vice President were 87 per cent 
hostile to the man or woman who works for a paycheck—87 per 
cent!” the governor emphasized. 

“He cast six votes to restrict the rights of workers under the 
Taft Hartley Act. 

“He cast another vote to remove a million workers from the 
protection of the minimum wage. 

“Eleven consecutive votes in favor of the corporate interest 
against the public interest. 

“Five votes against housing for low and middle income 
families, 

“And let’s not forget. three votes against equal rights for all 
Americans. And the tie-breaking vote against federal aid to school 
construction and higher teacher salaries.” 

LABOR & PUBLIC INTEREST 

Governor Brown said: “I disagree absolutely with my op- 
ponent’s position that labor is a special interest—a powerful and 
selfish force that sets itself against all other forces in our 
society. ... 

“T believe, rather, that labor is a good and responsible citizen. 
And I look for ways to increase, rather than diminish, your op- 
portunities for service to the community, the state and the 
nation.” 

Nixon, Governor Brown said, “has been away from California 
too long.” : ‘ : 

The governor added that the labor movement in California 
has fought for the welfare of the entire state, as well as its own 
members. 

He said the record of the past four years isn’t just that of 
the Brown Administration but “what you and I and all other 
progressive forces have been able to do together for California.” 

Among the major points cited by Governor Brown were: 

e “A system of public education that is 25 years ahead of the 
rest of the nation. ; tte 2 

e Historic improvements in unemployment and disability in- 
surance and workmen’s compensation. 

e “The first FEPC in the history of this state. 

e “A more secure life for the blind, the lame and the elderly. 

e “A minimum wage for women and children in agriculture. 

e “The first Economic Development Agency to bring new 
industries and payrolls to California.

Labor Day, 1962 


“Labor Day,” said Samuel Gompers, first president of the 
American Federation of Labor, “... marks a new epoch in the 
annals of human history. It is at once a manifestation of 
reverence for the struggles of the masses against tyranny and 
injustice from time immemorial; an impetus to battle for the 
right in our day for the men, women and children of our time 
and gives hope and encouragement for the attainment of the 
aspirations for the future of the human family. 

“It is devoted to no man, living or dead; to no sect, sex, race 
or nation. It is founded upon the highest principles of human- 
ity, is as broad in its scope as the universe.” 

Gompers wrote these words 60 years ago. 

In those days, Labor Day was a time for community picnics, 
band concerts, oratory in the park and general celebration. 

Now the fervor has gone out of Labor Day. 

Alameda County unions are trying to restore some of it 
with their Old Fashioned Labor Day Picnic at the County 
Fairgrounds in Pleasanton. 

This, the first of the two 1962 Labor Day editions of the 
East Bay Labor Journal, is dedicated to the success of that 
picnic.

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HOW TO BUY 


Shopping for school clothes, shees. 


By SIDNEY MARGOLIUS

Parents often are shocked by 
the high prices of some chil- 
dren's clothes, especially shoes, 
and often disappointed in the 
quality. 

Some stores charge almost as 
much for children’s shirts, 
dresses and shoes as parents pay 
for their own. 

Careful shopping for back-to- 
school clothes this September 
can save you both money and 
subsequent drudgery. 

Especially in these days of 
discount and other self-service 
retailing at low prices, you 
yourself need to know how to 
tell durable, well constructed 
garments from the poorly made 
ones that will wear through 
quickly, get baggy, soil more 
readily and split at seams. _ 

In general, always examine 
materials for firm, close weave. 
In wool and wool blends also 
look for resiliency; in cotton 
knitwear, for elasticity, espe- 
cially around collar and cuffs. 

AVOID T-shirts and other 
knit garments with thin spots 
that will wear through soon or 
that are loosely knitted. In all 
garments, look at the labels for 
color fastness and shrinkage 
guarantees. 

You may have seen some 
cotton shirts and other gar- 
ments labelled “combed cotton.” 
This is stronger and smoother 
than ordinary cotton, “Pima” 
cotton is a high grade of 
combed cotton. 

Simplicity of style, especially 
in children’s dresses, is another 
important factor in saving you 
money and _ household work. 
“Sister fashions,’ fussy ruffles, 
bows and spurious waistlines 
(ittle girls really don’t have 
one) divert your money, add to 
the work of laundering and 
often are a nuisance to the 
child. 

In boys’ slacks, the exagger- 
ated narrow styles that are a 
current fad are more difficult 
to put on and strain materials 
and seams. 

You also have to be careful 
about the fit, since manufac- 
turers’ sizes vary. Sometimes 
children take one size in one 
type of garment, another in an- 
other type. You have to be 
especially careful about fit in 
the new Self-service discount

When making purchases, always ask for the union label. If 
building a home or repairing one, see that the men doing the 
plumbing or steamfitting work, painting, etc., belong to the 
anion. Ask to see their Card. Boost the union emblem and help 
yourself. Patronize and demand the following union cards: 
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in slim hipped Western jeans. 
In tee shirts, you can expect 
even superior ones to shrink as 
much as five per cent, and 
poorly made ones up to ten. Tee 
shirts especially need to be 
bought roomy, or even a size 
larger. 

In addition to fabric quality, 
design and size, take a good 
look at construction. 

Better garments are cut 
roomier. You can lay one brand 
against another and notice dif- 
ferences. Skimpily cut garments 
put more strain on seams and 
materials. 

Also notice how much wider 
the shoulder seams of well made 
tee shirts are than those of 
cheap ones. Always look for 
generous seams in any chil- 
dren’s garments to avoid strain 
and for future letting out. 

SEAMS should be flat and 
stitched closely, evenly and se- 
curely with strong thread. Edges 
preferably should be overcast 
to protect against raveling. 
Generous, overcast seams are 
especially vital for wash-and- 
wear garments made partly of 
synthetic fibers like Dacron or 
nylon since synthetic fibers are 
slippery and tend to slip or 
unravel at seams. 

Look for bar tacking, taped 
seams and other reinforcements 
at such points of strain as 
placket ends and underarms of 
dresses; pocket corners of trou- 
sers; shoulder seams of tee 
shirts. 

Buttonholes should be closely 
bound so they won’t tear easily 
with a child’s rough handling. 

CHIDREN’S SHOES: The shoe 
problem is toughest. Many na- 
tionally advertised brands pro- 
vide high quality, careful fit 
and a wide range of lasts and 
sizes. But they often cost $8-$11. 

In comparison, children’s 
shoes sold by chain stores are 
$5-$7. The chain store shoes are 
likely to be medium to good 
quality. But the real difference 
is in fitting, sometimes more 
hurried at the chains. 

The fast spreading discount 
department stores often are 
lowest priced of all, in fact, 
some of the large, moderate 
price chains operate the shoe 
departments in discount stores 
and charge 10-15 per cent less 
than in their own stores. 

But the fitting problem in dis- 
count stores is even harder 
than in chains. 

You may get no help at all. 
And often the shoes are tied 
together so it is even difficult 
to try them on.

Radioactive Iodine in milk 
rose suddenly at two monitoring 
stations, one in Salt Lake City 
and the other in Laramie, Wyo., 
during July. 

Officials blamed the recent 
U.S. nuclear tests over Nevada. 

At Salt Lake City, the radio- 
active Iodine level rose to an 
average of 580 micromicrocuries 
for each liter of milk. The Fed- 
eral Radiation Council has fixed 
100 micromicrocuries per day 
over a year as the maximum 
safe dose before precautionary 
steps are necessary. 

In Laramie, the level rose 
370. 

These two readings brought 
the national average from 30 in 
June to 40 in July. 

The Utah dairy industry 
shifted some herds onto stored 
feed free of radioactive Iodine. 
Milk from other herds was: used 
for butter, cheese and other 
dairy products where there is 
time for the radioaetivit} +e 
drop.

e “The first Office of Consumer Counsel to protect your fam- 
ilies from fraud in the market place.” 

Brown added: 

“There has not been one penny of deficit spending. All four 
of my budgets have been soundly in balance. There has not been 
a tax increase in three years... . 

“Contrast this, if you will,’ Brown continued, ‘with the fiscal 
record of Richard Nixon. He was the second ranking member of 
a national administration that had five deficits in eight years— 
one of them the largest in our nation’s history.”

Brown, labor working 
together for all citizens 


Governor Edmund G. (Pat) Brown made a great speech 
at the State AFLCIO convention in Long Beach Monday. 

If there ever was any doubt where the governor stands 
with respect to the labor movement in California on working 
together for progressive reforms in all fields, he removed it 
in his ringing challenge to defeat the forces of reaction under 
Richard M. Nixon. 

Some of the key points of the governor's address are re- 
ported in a story on the first page of this issue. 

But we think there is one section which needs emphasis 
and repetition over and over again by every unionist to his 
friends, neighbors and relatives: 

“I am mot here to tell you what Pat Brown has done 
for labor, the governor told more than 2,000 cheering 
delegates. “I am here to tell you what labor has done for 
California’s 17 million citizens.” 


Governor Brown outlined Nixon's position that labor is a 
powerful, selfish special interest which must be curbed and 
reformed. 

“I believe, rather,’ Brown added, “that labor is a good 
and responsible citizen. And I would look for ways to 
increase, rather than diminish, your opportunities for serv- 
ice to the community, the state, and the nation.” 


Labor has consistently fought for the entire welfare of all 
kinds of people in California. So has Governor Brown. He's 
our kind of governor. Let's translate the enthusiasm in Long 
Beach Monday into another four years in office for the best 
governor California has ever had. 


First three years of L-G 


The Landrum-Griffin Law was passed iri 1959 because 
Congress and the public were sold a bill of goods. 

Unsavory records of certain individuals and locals in the 
Teamsters and a few other unions added fuel to the fire built 
by anti-labor forces to shackle all unions. 

And so the L-G Law was passed. 

Charles Donahue, chief legal officer for the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Labor, summarized findings of the last three years in 
San Francisco during the recent American Bar Association 
convention. 

¢ Only 60 cases of “substantial irregularity” have been 
found. 

e Of other cases transferred to the Justice Department, 
only 10 were found to warrant prosecution. 

Are union “‘bossess” dictators? 

“Virtually all the evidence,’ Donahue said, “indicates that 
labor leaders are, in general, at least as responsible and reason- 
able in their bargaining demands as the rank and file. 

“If democracy has been getting weaker within some unions, 
it is much more because of the members’ lessening interest in 
the union affairs than because of the occasional instances of 
strong-arm union leadership.” 

Union officers, Donahue said, are neither more corrupt nor 
dictatorial than bank, corporation or government officials. 


Matter of justice 


General Dynamics Corp. granted a full union shop to union- 
ists at its Electric Boat Division at Groton, Conn., following 
a strike about a month ago. 

The plant's employees build nuclear submarines designed 
to fire Polaris missiles. 

Lockheed Aircraft Corp., which makes the Polaris at its 
plants in Santa Clara County, has steadfastly refused to grant 
union shop privileges to its employees. 

We fail to see why the workers who make the missile- 
firing submarines—under fat government contracts for their 
employers—should get union shop protection, while those who 
make the missiles, under equally fat public contracts, shouldn't. 

Space company executives seem to be afraid of unions be- 
cause they might win bigger paychecks for the millions em- 
ployed in the industry. 

These officials, themselves, never had it so good.

PHILIPPINE’S 


SECRETARY 


OF LABOR VISITS HERE

The world population explo- 
sion has hit the Philipines. The 
figures speak for themselves; 
7,000 islands with an area two- 
thirds the size of California, 28 
million population (exceeding 
that of Mexico) 700,00 un- 
employed, 1,200,000 wunder- 
employed. 

The republic is 80 per cent 
agricultural, 20 per cent indus- 
trial and, to survive has to 
change that ratio. 

That, essentially, is the pur- 
pose of the worldwide trip un- 
dertaken by Norberto Romual- 
dez Jr., Secretary of Labor of 
the Philipines, 

Secretary Romualdez is a tall, 
distinguished gentleman with 
an attractive black-haired wife. 
His father was an eminent 
jurist and a framer of the 
Philippine Constitution. He also 
served as Supreme Court justice, 
while dedicated to music at the 
same time. 

The secretary started in life 
as a lawyer, teacher of law and 
president of the retailers’ asso- 
ciation. He served as an officer 
with the U.S. forces in the war, 
became chief of police and pro- 
vincial governor in his area. He 
was a “compagnon” of the late 
Ramon Magsaysay in the anti- 
corruption, anti-communist 
campaign which started a new 
era in the republic. He served 
as campaign manager for the 
current President, Macapagal, 
who rewarded him with the 
position of Secretary of Labor. 

In flawless English, Romual- 
dez traced a portrait of his 
country from the labor view- 
point. 

Considering tne conditions of 
the country, he said, labor un- 
ions have many problems to 
overcome: too many islands, too 
much unemployment, too much 
emphasis on agriculture. The 
dues structure is low. A Fili- 
pino’s monthly dues represent 
about one hour’s wages. 

Yet progress is being made. 
In industry, 85 per cent of the 
work force is organized, in Ag- 
riculture only 10 per cent. But 
those 10 per cent enjoy the 
same social benefits as their 
industrial fellow workers. Over- 
all, around 30 per cent of the 
Filipino work force belongs to 
unions. 

Currently the government is 
engaged in a campaign aimed 
to change the economy of the 
country. The emphasis is on in- 
dustry, particularly heavy in- 
dustry. Iron ore, now exported 
to Japan, will be processed in 
the country in steel mills to be 
erected by Krupp.

In order to attract foreign 
industrial investments, laws are 
undergoing changes. The state- 
controlled economy is being set 
free. Foreign investors are re- 
ceiving assurance that their 
profits can freely leave the 
country. 

Industry means manpower. 
Manpower means vocational 
training, union contracts, auto- 
mation. 

In order to determine the 
direction which the young grow- 
ing industry of the country 
should take and the specialties 
best suited to the graduating 
Students of trade and agricul- 
tural schools whom the govern- 
ment plans to send abroad so 
they may improve their knowl- 
edge and teach others the same 
skills, Romualdez travelled to 
see for himself. 


He observed the operations of 
agricultural colonies (kibbut- 
zim) in Israel as well as the 
methods used by growers in the 
Salinas Valley. He studied the 
organization of the giant com- 
plex of the New York Port 
Authority and expressed interest 
in the application of the Long- 
shoremens’ agreement on the 
San Francisco waterfront. 


Thus, he will be wel] equipped 
to give meaningful direction to 
the economy of his country upon 
his return. 

After the scourges of war, 
communism and corruption, the 
Republic of the Philipines is em- 
barking on the path, which, if 
successful, will bring the re- 
wards of a better life to its hard 
working people.

It 
was killed by an unholy coalition 
of the American Medical Assoe 
ciation, which speaks for the 
fabulously wealthy medical trust, 
and Big Business mon¢poly in 
general, and their Dixiecrat 
segregationist and Republican 
mouthpieces in Congress. The 
former being the right arm of 
Jim Crow and anti-labor reace 
tion in the South. 

Blocking the wheels of hus 
manitarian progress and genera] 
welfare, they would retrogresg 
the American people, the nation, 
to the Hoover days of rugged 
individualism or every man for 
himself, under the guise of safe~ 
guarding the country from soe 
cialized medicine.
